Friends  : 

Again  the  revolving  wheel  of  time  brings  us  face  to  face  witb 
one  year  ended  and  one  begun. 

“What  have  we  done?"  “What  shall  we  do?”  are  almost 
spoken  in  a single  breath.  To-day  it  is  our  first  duty  to  review  the 
past,  and  present  for  your  approval  the  gathered  sheaves  of  our 
labor  of  love,  knowing  in  your  tenderness,  you  will  excuse  what- 
ever may  seem  unfit,  and  that  you  will  willingly,  gladly  say,  “ They 
have  done  lohat  they  could,  ivho  could  do  more  ? ” 

It  is  needless  to  say  on  welcoming  you  to  this  annual  gathering 
for  this  work,  the  I lome  is 

The  regular  reports  from  the  different  officers  and  committee  will 
give  you  full  knowledge  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished  in 
the  months  past,  so  I need  not  anticipate,  but  will  speak  more  at 
length  upon  the  workers. 

The  Illinois  Industrial  School  for  Girls  has  grown  to  such  pro- 
portions in  the  past  two  years,  that  unless  one  is  actually  in  the 
tread-mill  round  of  its  every-day  duties  they  can  not  comprehend’ 
the  time  and  strength  required  to  keep  it  in  any  kind  of  working 
order. 

There  is  scarcely  a busier  office  than  this.  Mothers  unable  to 
control  their  own  offspring  come  with  sad  hearts  to  ask  at  our  hands 
the  duty  that  surely  is  theirs;  mothers  come  who  would  gladly  care 
for  their  own,  but  stern  necessity  compels  them  to  leave  them  while- 
they  earn  what,  they  fondly  hope,  will  be  a future  home  for  them- 
selves and  little  ones.  These  we  always  listen  to  earnestly  and  take 
the  sacred  duty  entrusted  to  us,  hoping  with  the  dear  Father’s  help 
to  aid  both  mother  and  child. 

Then,  on  the  other  hand,  many  come  with  seeming  anxiety  to  be 
a great  public  benefactor,  relieve  us  of  these  motherless  ones,  and 
bring  them  up  as  their  own,  for  they  love  the  poor,  helpless  little 
ones.  iMtle,  did  I say — ah  no,  it  is  noticed  that  these  many  friends 
of  humanity  always  want  the  girls  over  fourteen  and  strong  and  welh

’Tis  then  that  we  feel  rebellious  and  can  scarce  refrain  from  saying, 
“ Cheap  service  is  not  the  corner-stone  of  this  Industrial  School  of 
ours.” 

"Words  can  not  give  you  any  idea  of  the  work  done  by  your  com- 
mittees during  the  year,  and  as  one  who  sees  it  all,  I take  great 
pleasure  in  telling  you  of  their  great  value. 

The  Executive  Board,  with  its  multiplicity  of  duties  regarding 
the  good  order  and  supplies  for  the  school,  has  been  untiring  in  its 
efforts  and  with  few  exce])tions  all  its  members  are  to  be  most  highly 
praised. 

To  the  Home  and  Indenture  Committee,  that  has  held  a meeting 
every  week  during  the  year,  not  even  excepting  the  summer  months, 
you  are  indeed  indebted.  With  them  rests  the  responsible  duty  of 
placing  the  girls  of  our  school  in  good  homes.  Knowing  how  little 
references  count,  and  with  miles  and  miles  between  them  and  us,  the 
responsibility  is  heavy  and  often  results  discouragingly  ; but  with  a 
never-ending  hope  for  the  future,  this  committee  of  earnest  workers 
keep  on,  counting  as  naught  weary  hours  and  dreaiy  discourage- 
ments, working  “for  the  future  in  the  distance  and  the  good  that  they 
can  do.”  To  the  chairman  and  a few  members  of  this  committee 
you  owe  your  thanks,  and  it  is  hoped  no  one  will  allow  their  name 
to  be  placed  upon  that  committee  unless  they  intend  to  serve  faith- 
fully. 

The  Reception  Committee,  through  its  chairman,  met  often  through 
the  year,  and  if  there  can  be  some  one  to  aid  in  this  most  important 
work  (the  admission  of  the  children  into  the  school)  it  will  yet  make 
a record  excelled  by  none.  To  iNIrs.  Chittenden  you  are  under  obli- 
gations for  a year  of  faithful  service,  and  her  labor  will  be  the  founda- 
tion stone  upon  which  the  future  of  this  work  Avill  be  built. 

The  Publication  Committee  has  been  most  earnest  in  its  work  for 
your  best  interest,  but  to  the  chairman  only  are  your  thanks  due. 

In  season  and  out  she  has  walked  and  striven  for  the  upbuilding 
of  the  only  real  advertising  medium  we  have — our  paper — she  has 
kept  the  workings  of  the  institution  before  the  public  and  our  officers 
throughout  the  State,  and  we  feel  sure  that  during  the  World’s  Fair 
our  paper  will  be  well  distributed,  and  our  school  well  known  through 
its  pages. 
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My  voice  hesitates  when  I raise  it  to  speak  of  myself,  and  yet  I 
can  not  let  this  opportunity  jjass  without  saying  to  those  of  you,  who 
have  so  nobly  and  grandly  stood  by  me  this  last  year,  that  I could 
never  have  finished  the  work  had  I not  felt  your  hands  in  mine  and 
your  loving  kindness  in  every  act. 

You  will  pardon  what  may  seem  self-praise,  as  I state  a few  facts 
regarding  my  work  this  year.  It  is  done  more  for  you  than  myself. 

1 have  attended  seventy-seven  meetings  for  the  school. 

Eleven  of  the  Executive  Committee.  From  one  I was  absent  in 
Springfield  looking  after  our  Reform  School. 

Forty-five  of  the  Home  and  Indenture  Committee,  and  twenty- 
one  meetings  of  the  trustees  ; total,  seventy-seven. 

As  there  are  only  fifty-two  weeks  in  the  year,  you  can  judge 
whether  I have  been  constant  in  that  regard. 

Have  made  thirteen  visits  to  the  school  itself,  an  average  of  once 
a month,  staying  all  night  once  in  order  to  see  the  evening  and  early 
morning  arrangements. 

There  has  scarcely  been  a day  when  in  the  city,  and  I have  been 
away  but  little,  that  some  portion  of  it  has  not  been  devoted  to  this 
work,  to  say  nothing  of  the  evenings  that  I have  given  to  necessary 
writing  that  no  daylight  could  be  spared  for. 

These  meetings  and  busy  days  do  not  convey  to  you  the  weeks 
and  months  of  mental  activity  as  to  what  shall  be  best,  always  best, 
or  the  never-ending,  never-ceasing  questions  of  methods,  and  ways, 
and  means  that  confront  the  one  bearing  the  responsibility,  or  the 
amount  of  time,  money,  and  strength  one  is  required  to  give  to  make 
such  work  as  ours  successful. 

But  such  as  I have  been  able  to  do,  I have  gladly  done,  and  only 
ask  at  your  hands,  as  the  ones  to  whom  I owe  the  honor  of  my 
position  and  to  whom  alone  I feel  responsible,  the  approval  of  my 
acts. 

To  all  who  have  befriended  our  girls,  or  aided  in  our  work,  we 
give  most  hearty  thanks.  I close  as  I began,  face  to  face  with  one 
year  ended.  It  is  well.

TRUSTEES’  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  THE  Illinois  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  Assembled: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Illinois  Industrial  School  for  Girls 
•have  been  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  and  have  not  left  to  others  what  they  could  do  them- 
selves; for  they  have  held  twenty-one  meetings,  and  all  but  two  were 
full  of  work  and  well  attended,  December  and  September  being  the 
only  months  in  which  no  sessions  were  convened,  while  in  most  of  the 
others,  two  or  more  \vere  needed  to  accomplish  the  matters  in  hand. 
In  fact,  they  have  been  in  almost  continuous  session  during  the  year, 
ready  at  all  times  to  give  heed  to  the  thousand  and  one  puzzling 
•questions  that  constantly  confronted  them,  and  they  will  present  to 
you  for  consideration  and  solution  some  of  them  to-day. 

At  the  first  session,  held  October  9th,  the  day  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  Mrs.  Myra  Bradwell  presented  verbally 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  J.  S.  Lewis,  which  was  duly  accepted,  and  the 
election  of  a trustee  to  fill  the  vacancy  deferred.  At  this  time  the 
committees  required  by  law  were  appointed,  namely.  Finance,  Home 
and  Indenture,  and  E.xecutive.  Again,  as  last  year,  the  Executive 
was  by  resolution  limited  to  fifty  members. 

November  dth,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hughes  was  elected  to  fill  vacancy. 

November  10th,  the  oft-repeated  resolution  of  Mrs.  Vice-president 
Hapeman  was  discussed,  and  the  following  motion  adopted:  “That 
the  Association  should  defray  the  expenses  of  these  officers  when 
making  the  proposed  visitation  of  the  poor-houses  in  their  respective 
districts;”  at  the  same  time  they  were  urged  to  obtain  memberships 
and  donations;  and  we  shall  look  forward  to  the  reports  that  shal 
come  from  any  of  these  officers  with  great  expectations. 

Miss  Mary  Lyon,  who  had  served  the  school  as  Superintendent 
■several  years,  tendered  her  resignation,  to  take  effect  April  1st.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  secure  her  successor,  and  regret  was 
freely  expressed  at  the  thought  of  the  separation.  Kind  words  from 
all  were  spoken,  regarding  the  loving,  Christian  character  of  Miss 
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Lyon,  and  good  wishes  for  her  success  in  her  own  Home  School  were- 
sent. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  desk  room  of  last  year  should  be  an  office 
this,  and  one  was  secured  with  proper  furnishing  for  books  and  papers. 
The  important  question  of  discipline  in  the  school  formed  the  subject 
of  long  and  earnest  discussions,  and  many  changes  in  employes  were 
decided  upon. 

At  a meeting  held  .January  29th  a report  was  made  that  a letter 
had  been  sent  Mrs.  George  Dunlap,  President  of  the  Charity  Ball, 
asking  that  our  Institution  should  be  placed  on  the  list  of  beneficiaries, 
and  answer  had  been  received  saying  the  application  was  on  file. 

It  was  decided  PAbruary  .3d,  to  put  the  South  Evanston  property 
on  the  market,  and  it  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  prominent  linns  for 
that  pui  pose;  but  the  probability  of  a sale  has  hung  like  a dense  cloud 
over  all  our  actions  ever  since.  Every  few  weeks  a possible  purchaser 
would  appear  upon  the  scene  and  all  needed  repairs  and  reforms  held 
in  abeyance  fur  a time,  until,  under  a pressure  of  necessity,  we  would 
urge  action,  to  be  again  and  again  confronted  with  the  probability  of 
sale.  Piven  now,  as  we  write  this,  a much-longed-for  but  most  uncer- 
tain buyer  is  at  our  doors.  From  the  experience  of  the  last  four 
months,  we  would  suggest  that  we  either  sell  for  what  we  can  get  and 
move  to  Park  Ridge,  or  make  our  school  what  it  should  ])e  at  South 
Evanston,  without  regard  to  selling  at  all,  for  this  unsettled  way  of 
doing  is  not  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school,  and  is  discouraging  ta 
the  managers. 

The  trustees  prepared  a bill  to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  for 
a State  Reform  School  for  Girls,  and  had  it  presented,  several  mem- 
bers going  down  to  Springfield  in  its  behalf.  But  it  was  soon  found 
that,  with  the  very  large  appropriation  of  $800,000  for  the  World’s 
Fair,  beside  the  Insane  and  other  State  institutions,  it  would  be  fruit- 
less to  atteiujit  it — and  with  the  promise  from  some  of  the  members 
who  “ hold  over  ’’  that  it  should  be  passed  next  time,  we  did  nothing 
more,  feeling  an  assurance  of  success  in  1892. 

As  the  placing  of  children  outside  the  State  caused  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  State  courts  to  cease,  and  as  recourse  to  law  was  the  only 
way  to  regain  possession  in  case  of  resistance,  the  subject  of  a Na- 
tional charter  was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to  make  application 
for  recognition  in  the  National  Council  of  Women,  and  to  procure,  if

possible,  a National  charter.  The  Council  recognized  us,  but  we  have- 
not  as  yet  fully  consummated  the  other  purpose,  not  being  fully  satisfied 
of  the  feasibility  or  the  possibility  of  so  doing.  This  matter  is  still  under 
advisement  and  will  be  fully  decided  in  the  future.  In  this  connection 
Mrs.  L.  R.  Wardner  was  appointed  to  confer  with  all  State  schools 
to  see  if  they  would  not  form  a confederation,  and  unite  in  trying  to 
aid  and  encourage  each  other  by  precept  and  example.  By  another 
year  it  is  fully  expected  that  our  work  will  be  National  in  scope  and 
character,  by  a union  with  other  institutions,  thus  bringing  into 
greater  prominence  this  grand  work  of  caring  for  these  helpless  girls, 
and  making  a brighter  future  for  their  womanhood. 

In  ^farch  we  were  represented  at  a conference  of  charities  which 
proved  beneficial,  and  we  trust  it  may  continue  to  be  a power  for  good 
in  this  great  city  of  ours. 

At  the  meeting  held  March  13th,  our  annual  meetings  were  under 
advisement,  and  serious  objections  made  to  a rece^ition  and  a busi- 
ness meeting  being  held  at  the  same  time,  and  as  large  pro|)ert\- 
interests  are  involved,  it  was  resolved  that  hereafter  the  Secretary 
should  give  certificates  of  membership  to  all  persons  entitled  to  them, 
and  that  “no  one  not  a recognized  meml)er  of  the  Association  should 
be  allowed  to  vote,’’  and  that  our  meeting  should  be  by  notice  to  the 
members  of  the  corporation  only.  This  action  we  most  earnestly 
commend  to  your  favorable  consideration  and  ratification. 

With  the  great  hope  of  a speedy  sale,  Mesdames  Conger,  Ward- 
ner, and  Marsh  were  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  best 
plans  for  the  buildings  of  our  new  home;  to  visit  Glenwood  and  the 
Erring  Woman’s  Refuge,  and  advise  as  to  the  cottage  plan,  or  other' 
wise.  .A.S  yet  no  report  has  reached  our  Board,  and  we  present  the 
subject  to  this  body. 

Among  the  many  questions  brought  before  the  Board  for  solution 
came  the  one  of  allowing  girls  placed  in  homes  to  receive  wages 
instead  of  clothing,  thus  teaehing  them  the  value  of  money.  The 
Trustees  authorized  the  Home  and  Indenture  Committee  to  try  the 
experiment  on  two  girls  of  seventeen — with  the  unfortunate  result 
that  one  was  returned,  and  the  other  ran  away  and  came  back  to  the 
school,  so  that  it  is  still  unsolved  by  experience.  About  this  time 
the  Executive  Committee  sent  a communication  by  a committee 
regarding  the  paying  of  girls  in  the  school  an  allowance,  which  was 


ably  drawn  up  by  Gov.  Beveridge,  and  well  presented  by  Mrs.  G.  W. 
\\  oodward;  but  as  yet  the  trustees  have  taken  no  action  upon  it,  as 
the  whole  subject  is  one  requiring  thought  and  deliberation,  and  wdll 
be  one  of  the  things  to  be  well  considered  in  the  future. 

The  1st  of  April,  as  expected,  a cliange  of  superintendent  was 
made,  Miss  A.  P.  Stockdale  succeeding  Miss  Lyon.  At  the  same  time 
several  of  the  old  officers  left,  and  the  new  superintendent  began 
wi  th  many  difficulties  ami  embarrassments;  but  with  patience  and 
persevei  ance  she  has  overcome  them  all,  and  the  school  stands  to-day 
improved  in  many  ways,  with  a future  before  it  grand  with  possibili- 
ties and  glorious  results. 

Early  in  the  summer  it  was  decided  to  change  the  manner  of  con- 
ducting the  religious  exercises,  and  in  place  of  the  regular  Sabbath- 
school,  to  secure  the  aid  of  clergymen  of  all  denominations  in  holding 
services  at  the  school,  thus  bringing  to  our  girls  the  instructions  and 
the  interest  of  a number  of  prominent  people. 

The  numerous  court  duties  and  outside  work  brought  to  the  Board 
the  necessity  of  a commissioned  officer  to  act  for  the  school,  and  the 
President  was  empowered  to  take  such  steps  as  would  result  in  such 
consummation.  A visit  was  made  to  Chief  ]\[cClaughry,  which  re- 
sulted in  a ])romise  to  do  whatever  he  could,  and  through  the  kind- 
ness of  i\Ir.  Shortall,  President  of  the  Humane  Society,  the  services 
of  officer  Turk  were  secured  for  half  of  the  time,  the  Humane  Society 
having  the  other  half,  and  this  arrangement  will  remain  in  force  until 
the  school  shall  need  the  continuous  services  of  such  officer. 

Miss  Thompson,  for  five  years  a faithful,  conscientious,  pains- 
taking teacher,  resigned  her  position  to  take  a much-needed  long 
vacation,  and  to-day  the  school  has  almost  an  entirely  new  force  of 
officers  and  teachers,  the  many  chaTiges  making  days  and  weeks  of 
care  and  consideration  for  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This  led  to  the 
resolution  that  “hereafter  all  officers  and  teachers  shall  be  engaged 
at  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Trustees,”  thus  beginning  the  work  with 
the  year,  and  the  understanding  on  both  sides  that  it  shall  so  con- 
tinue for  tlie  year,  unless  some  serious  cause  should  prevent. 

Having  given  you  a brief  e.xtract  of  the  labors  of  the  past  twelve 
months,  which  can  in  no  way  express  to  you  the  time,  strength,  and 
thoughtful  consideration  your  Board  has  given  to  this  work,  we  here- 
with present  for  your  action  our  recommendations.

].  That  each  year  the  school  shall  g-ive  a reception  to  the  public 
the  first  "Wednesday  in  June;  that  our  annual  business  meeting  be 
conducted  entirely  by  members  of  the  corporation. 

2.  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  held  after  the  annual 
meeting  all  officers  and  teachers  of  the  school  shall  be  engaged  for 
one  year,  to  be  removed  for  cause  whenever  necessary. 

3.  As  the  business  of  this  Association  has  increased,  and  is  still 
growing  in  such  a manner  that  the  present  requirements  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  other  officers  is  far  beyond  what  any  lady  can  possibly  give, 
or  ought  to  be  expected  to  give,  that  a secretary,  who  shall  be  secre- 
tary of  the  Association  and  e.xecutive  committee,  shall  be  employed, 
and  salary  paid  as  soon  as  such  arrangements  can  be  made  by  the 
Trustees. 

4.  That  an  Honorary  Membership  be  created  and  known  as  the 
Roll  of  Honor,  to  be  composed  of  such  persons  as  the  Association  may 
from  time  to  time  elect,  and  the  Trustees  would  recommend  that  no 
one  shall  be  elected  to  such  membership  excepting  those  to  whom  the 
Industrial  School  is  indebted  for  long  years  of  faithful  friendship  and 
service  in  its  behalf. 

0.  That  a confederation  of  Industrial  Schools  be  secured  if  possi- 
ble, and  a National  charter,  if  feasible  and  best. 

6.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  obtain  the  passage  of  a bill  for  a 
Reform  School  for  Girls  at  the  next  Legislature. 

1.  That  a committee  be  appointed  to  visit  other  institutions  to  find 
the  best  plan  of  operations  and  for  building. 

8.  That  a committee  be  appointed,  to  be  called  the  AVorld's  Fair 
Committee,  who  will  get  the  work  of  the  girls  ready  for  exhibition. 

9.  AVe  would  also  recommend  that  a committee  on  books  and  rec- 
ords be  appointed,  who  shall  see  that  the  past  history  of  the  school 
may  be  well  written  up,  that  those  who  labored  so  earnestly  in  the 
tounding  of  this  school  may  have  the  credit  due  them,  and  the  lost 
reports  recovered  while  there  is  still  time. 

AA’  e would  state  we  have  earnestly  tried  to  bring  this  recommen- 
dation to  a successful  ending,  but  have  made  little  progress,  and  we 
earnestly  hope  the  ladies  will  see  the  importance  of  it  before  it  is  too 
late.  AA"e  should  have  a complete  history  of  this  school  to  give  away 
at  the  AA’^orld’s  Fair,  and  that,  with  our  Record  and  Appeal  and  the 
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wo)k  of  the  g'irls,  will  give  us  great  proiniiieuce  among  the  charitable 
institutions. 

10.  We  wouM  reconunend  a coinmitt(.'e  be  aj)|>oiiite(l  on  revision 
of  the  by-laws,  who  shall  repoit  to  the  Trustees. 

11.  Membership  dues  shouh.1  be  jtaid  at,  or  immediately  after 
the  annual  meeting,  as  it  is  manifestly  wi'ongthat  persons  should  hold 
ollice  witliout  comjilying  with  the  regulations  making  them  members 
of  this  Association,  and  all  who  fail  in  doiiig  so  after  reasonable  notice 
is  given  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  dropped  at  the  end  of  the  jmar. 

12.  Recommended  that  a visitor  Ije  appointed  by  the  Hoard  of 
Trustees  to  visit,  at  the  earliest  op])ortunity,  the  homes  in  which  the 
girls  have  been  j)laced. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  tlie  untiring  work  of  the  Home 
and  Indenture  Committee,  who  have  held  forty-eight  meetings,  and 
given  the  gi-eatest  care  to  the  jtlacing  of  our  girls  in  comfortable 
homes. 

The  Record  and  Appeal  and  its  untiring,  active  editor,  Mrs.  Van 
Benschoten,  is  ])roving  monthly  an  invaluable  aid  to  the  school,  and 
the  oft-repeated  expressions  of  commendation  concerning  it,  which 
we  heard,  can  oidy  prove  its  value. 

To  one  and  all  the  Board  of  Trustees  express  their  grateful 
acknowledgments  of  favors  received  and  work  done. 

The  officers  and  committees,  it  was  your  privilege  to  name  last 
year,  return  to  you  the  comj)leted  story  of  their  work,  hoping  it  may 
receive  your  cordial  approbation  and  approval.

ANNUAL  IIEPORT  OF  HOME  AM)  INDENTUl^E 

COMMITTEE. 


To  THE  Trustees  of  Ilhxois  T.\dusti:ial  Scnooi.  : 

Another  year  has  come  and  gone,  and  agaiii  you  are  assembled 
to  liear  the  reports  of  your  servants.  The  changes  are  so  slight  from 
year  to  year,  when  it  comes  to  making  annual  repoi  ts,  that  I some- 
times think  it  would  be  a saving  of  time  to  liave  a stereotvped  set 
of  reports  and  merely  change  the  dates,  allowing  you  to  read  them  at 
your  leisure. 

In  pursuance  of  the  plan  adopted  by  your  Home  and  Indenture 
Committee,  last  year,  they  have  held  weekly  sessions  since  October, 
1890,  witii  the  excejition  of  four  times,  making  forty-eight  regular 
meetings.  The  attendance  of  the  memljers  of  this  committee  at  the 
meetings  has  been  far  above  the  aveiage  attendance  of  previous 
years,  indicating  that  the  committee  fully  appreciates  the  magnitude 
of  their  work.  There  liave  been  over  two  hundred  ajrplications  for 
girls,  necessitating  the  writing  from  four  hundred  to  five  hundred 
letters.  A large  majority  of  the  applications  have  been  those  who 
desired  cheap  help.  As  far  as  possible,  these  applicants  have  been 
refused.  Still,  in  spite  of  our  watchfulness,  once  in  a while  a girl 
does  get  into  such  a home.  The  applications  for  legal  adoption  have 
been  comparatively  few  ; such  applicants  have  received  our  earliest 
attention,  and  cases  thoroughly  investigated,  it  being  our  aim  to  have 
the  children  in  such  homes  as  soon  and  as  often  as  possible. 

The  Committee  have  as  a rule  adopted  the  ])lan  of  limiting  the 
placing  of  girls  in  homes  to  our  own  State,  except  in  cases  of  legal 
adoption,  as  we  find  it  difficult  to  look  after  the  girls  when  they  are 
remote  from  us.  For  the  last  four  months  we  have  refused  most 
applications,  excepting  only  those  that  seemed  to  be  particular!}- 
desirable  or  advantageous,  for  two  reasons — first,  because  we  wished 
to  look  up  the  surroundings,  and  make  uj:)  the  records  of  those  already 
out,  and  second,  on  account  of  the  contagious  illness  that  has  been 
in  the  school.  This  year  has  been  slightly  ditferent  from  any  other 
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in  this  respect.  Several  children  have  been  returned  to  the  school 
that  have  been  in  homes  for  a long  time.  We  have  on  our  records, 
one  child  returned  after  having  been  away  five  years,  and  another 
after  having  been  away  four  years. 

It  is  a matter  of  regret  to  us  that  nine-tenths  of  the  children 
taken  out  are  returned  after  trial,  and  your  committee  are  constantly 
questioinng  each  other,  “Why  is  this?”  As  j'et  we  have  found  no 
real  solution,  but  proltably  the  fault  is  with  both  jtarties  ; lack  of 
patience  on  the  one  side,  and  exaggerated  faults  jieculiar  to  most 
■children  on  the  other.

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RECOKDIXG  SECRETARY'S  AISXUAL  REPORT. 

The  fourteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Industrial  School 
Association  was  held  at  the  school,  South  Evanston,  Wednesday, 
October  14th. 

According  to  a resolution  adopted  by  the  trustees,  notices  of  the 
meeting  were  sent  only  to  members  of  the  Association.  Accordingly 
the  number  present  was  not  large,  but  it  was  representative. 
Two  of  the  vice-[)residents  were  in  attendance — Miss  Woodruff  and 
M rs.  Hasbrouck — but  others,  who  were  unable  to  come,  sent  letters. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  and  all  joined 
in  repeating  the  Lord’s  Prayer.  The  Treasurer’s  and  Secretary’s 
■reports  were  presented  and  accepted,  and  Mrs.  Rider,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  gave  an  account  of  her  work  for  the  year. 

The  President  then  appointed  the  several  special  committees  as 
follows:

Theill. 

Auditing  Comjiittee. — Mrs.  J.  F.  Forsyth,  Mrs.  O.  AV.  Nash, 
Mrs.  A^'ice-President  Hasbrouck. 

Mrs.  Wallace,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presented  in 
their  behalf  a detailed  report  of  the  work  done  by  them  during  the 
past  3’ear,  closing  with  a series  of  recommendations,  which  the  trus- 
tees wished  to  lay  before  the  Association  for  their  acceptance  and 
adojition.  The  paper  was  listened  to  with  great  attention,  and  Mrs. 
AA’^allace  was  warmly  thanked  for  her  very  complete  and  interesting 
report. 

The  hour  for  luncheon  having  arrived,  all  adjourned  to  the  dining- 
room, where,  on  neatly  spread  tables,  a tempting  meal  was  served 


Everything  was  good  of  its  kind,  cohl  meat  and  pickles,  coffee,  tea,, 
bread  and  cake,  all  prepared  by  the  girls,  abundance  for  all,  and  a 
cordial  welcome  from  the  teachers,  who  ])artook  of  the  lunch  with 
their  visitors.  The  excellence  of  everything  attested  the  improve- 
ment of  the  girls  in  the  kitchen  department,  and  the  ability  of  the 
teacher  under  whose  instruction  these  good  results  were  accomplished_ 

After  an  enjoyable  social  hour  together  in  the  dining-room,  the 
ladies  reassetnbled  in  the  school-room  and  were  entertained  and 
pleased  with  singing,  reading,  and  recitation  by  the  girls,  and  a 
marching  exercise,  or  drill,  very  well  ].rerformed. 

The  afternoon  session  ojrened  with  the  reading  of  reports  of  the 
Executive  C unmittee,  by  i\Irs.  Sandes;  of  the  Visiting  Committee,. 
Iry  Mrs.  Richardson,  and  of  the  Home  and  Indenture  Committee,  by 
Mrs.  Nash.  The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  Miss  Stockdale,  was 
received  with  much  interest,  and  the  changes  advised  in  it  favorably 
considered  and  laid  over  for  future  action.  This  report,  with  the 
tables  accompanying  it,  appears  in  the  annual  report. 

Tiie  vice-presidents  and  auxiliaries  were  next  called  on.  Miss- 
Woodruff,  of  (Quincy,  responded  for  the  Twelfth  Congressional  Dis- 
trict. Through  her  efforts,  friends  had  contributed  8 1 2.  Mrs.  Has- 
brouck  responded  for  the  Fifteenth  District.  From  Mrs.  Morgan,  of 
the  Nineteenth  District,  a letter  was  received  stating  that  she  had 
visited  the  poorhouses  throughout  her  district.  She  described  their 
general  condition,  and  said  it  was  difficult  to  get  girls  sent  to  this 
school  on  account  of  its  distance  from  her  district.  The  report  was 
accepted,  and  approval  expressed  of  the  course  she  had  taken, 
and  of  the  work  she  had  already  done,  and  request  was  made  that 
she  should  continue  to  carry  on  this  good  work  till  all  abuses  in  pub- 
lic institutions,  such  as  poorhouses,  were  removed. 

The  Galesburg  Auxiliary  had  sent  in  a contribution  of  $18.25, 
with  a note  expressing  good  wishes  for  the  school  and  sympathy  in- 
all  efforts  for  its  welfare. 

Mrs.  Forsyth,  chairman  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  said  that  the 
accounts  had  been  examined  and  found  correct. 

Mrs.  AVardner,  chairman  of  the  Business  Committee,  then  read 
the  recommendations  made  by  the  trustees,  one  by  one,  allowing 
time  after  each  for  comment  and  consideration.  Some  of  them 
elicited  much  discussion,  but  all  were  adopted  and  referred  back  to- 
the  trustees  for  action. 
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Before  the  report  of  the  nominating  ccmniittee  was  made, 
iMrs.  Wallace  called  Mrs.  Wardner  to  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  Xominating  Committee  was  then  called  for. 
IMrs.  Sanger,  as  chairman,  gave  the  following  persons  as  their  nomi- 
nees for  office:  Mrs.  Wallace,  [^resident;  Mrs,  Rider,  corresponding 
secretary;  Mrs.  Sandes,  recording  secretary;  Miss  Hunt,  treasurer.

The  ballot  was  then  taken,  the  Secretary  casting  the  vote  for  each 
•officer  in  turn.  The  names  of  the  vice-presidents  at  present  in 
office,  with  a few'  changes,  were  read  liy  Mrs.  Sanger,  and  voted  in 
a body  together,  the  trustees  assuming  the  duty  of  filling  vacancies 
as  ma}'  be  found  necessary.  The  Recor<Iing  Secretary  was  directed 
to  correspond  with  tliese  officers,  sending  to  them  a co]3y  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which  had  been  adopted  by  the  truste-es  ; All 
officers  of  the  Illinois  Industrial  School  Association,  both  those  who 
are  newly  elected  and  those  alreadv  holding  office,  are  advised  that 
the  business  of  the  school  requires  jiersonal  attention  and  labor  on 
the  part  of  all  its  officers  ; they  are  therefore  requested  to  let  the 
Secretary  know  ■whether,  with  the  acceptance  of  the  office,  thej'  will 
also  assume  its  duties. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  new  books  for  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer should  be  purchased,  and  that  the  old  ones  be  jilaced  in  the 
office  of  the  school  for  reference. 

Mrs.  Wallace,  on  resuming  the  chair  as  President,  appointed  IMrs. 
Wardner  and  Mrs.  Sanger  a special  committee  to  draft  resolutions  to 
be  sent  to  our  retiring  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Brailwell. 
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The  death  of  Mrs.  Itudy,  oiir  late  housekeeper,  was  reineml)ered,, 
and  the  following  resolution,  presented  by  Mrs.  Richardson,  was 
unanimously  adopted  ; 

^VI^KKEAS,  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Rudy,  our  former,  and  for  many 
years  our  efficient,  housekeeper,  the  School  and  Association  have 
suffered  a great  loss. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  her  husband  and  relatives  our  sin- 
cere sympathy  and  condolence  ; and  that  these  resolutions  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes,  and  a copy  be  forwarded  to  her  family. 

The  last  item  on  the  programme  was  the  ])resentation  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions,  which  were  cordially  accepted; 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  best  wishes  to  our  President,  Mrs- 
Wallace,  for  her  faithful  efforts  and  untiring  zeal  on  behalf  of  this 
Association. 

Resolved,  That  we  appreciate  the  kindness  and  devotion  always- 
shown  by  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  Sandes. 

Resolved,  That  each  member  of  this  Association  be  requested  to- 
secure  at  least  ten  new  subscribers  to  the  Record  and  Appeal,  and  to 
do  all  in  her  power  to  advance  its  interest. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 


To  THE  Presidext  and  Board  of  Trustee  - of  the  Illinois  Ix'dus- 
TRiAL  School  for  Girls: 

As  Secretary  of  the  E.xeciitive  Board,  I respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  just  ended: 

Your  Executive  Committee  have  held  eleven  reirular  and  one 
special  meeting  during  the  year,  and  the  attendance  unusually  large 
at  each  session . 

The  proprietor  of  the  Sherman  House,  Mr.  Pearce,  has  always 
provided  a room  for  our  monthly  meetings,  and  we  have  been  treated 
with  every  possible  attention  and  respect. 

To  the  Chicago  & Northwestern  Railway  Company,  through  its 
President,  Mr.  Hughitt,  we  are  indebted  for  continued  courtesies  in 
the  way  of  transportalion. 

The  circulation  of  our  little  paper,  the  Record  and  A^rpeal^  has 
considerably  increased  within  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  its  editor,  Mrs.  Van  Benschoten. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  a bountiful  dinner  was  provided  by  the 
members  of  the  Board,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  girls. 

Christmas,  the  day  of  all  days,  was  one  of  happiness  and  joy.  At  our 
school,  long  before  “old  Sol  " had  made  himself  visible,  many  forms 
robed  in  white,  with  expectant  faces,  might  be  seen  moving  about  in 
the  dormitories,  anxious  to  know  in  what  manner  Santa  Claus  had 
es])ecially  remembered  them. 

Judging  by  the  bill  of  fare  at  diniu-r-time,  the  friends  of  the 
mistletoe  had  not  forgotten  that  Christmas  comes  but  once  a year. 

The  Hyde  Park  Auxiliary  kindly  remembered  us  by  a donation 

of  §5. 

In  March  last,  the  resignation  of  Miss  Lyon  was  received  and  ac- 
cepted. As  she  had  been  Superintendent  of  the  school  for  four  years, 
the  parting  was  one  of  mutual  regret  and  tears.  Miss  Lyon  was  dearly 
loved  by  her  charges.  She  was  ever  ready  to  listen  to  the  sorrows 
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and  heart-aches  of  tliose  she  watched  over,  with  a mother’s  love  and 
sympathy,  and  was  untiring  in  her  efforts  to  instill  into  their  hearts  all 
that  was  noble  and  elevating.  Even  the  most  wayward  of  our  girls 
expressed  regret  at  her  de]>arture. 

Mr.  ami  Mrs.  Ruddy,  who  had  also  been  with  the  school  for  some 
years,  resigned  and  w(>nt  to  a home  of  their  own  in  the  south. 

April  1st,  M iss  Stockdale,  who  had  been  Assistant  Superintendent 
at  the  Home  for  the  Friendless,  assumed  the  position  as  Superinten- 
dent of  our  school.  Notwithstanding  the  numerous  chang^es  which 
have  taken  place,  and  the  new  duties  to  wliich  she  was  a stranger, 
aided  by  the  valuable  counsel  and  assistance  of  Miss  Morgan,  her 
administration,  so  far,  has  proved  most  satisfactory. 

Owing  to  ill  health.  Miss  Thompson  was  obliged  to  resign  her  posi- 
tion as  teacher,  which  she  had  filled  so  efficiently  and  faithfully  for 
several  yeai-s. 

On  the  National  holiday,  July  4th,  the  girls  were  generously 
remembered  bv  a consignment  of  ice  cream  aiid  cake.  In  August,  the 
usual  annual  picnic  was  held  at  liake  Rluff.  Although  the  day  was  not 
all  that  could  have  Ijeen  hoped  for,  the  children  thoroughly  enjoyed  the 
treat,  and  little  feet  merrily  kept  time  to  the  excellent  music  furnished 
by  the  committee.  I scarcely  think  the  parable  of  the  loaves  and 
fi^hes  could  have  been  repeated  from  what  was  gathered  up  after  the 
feast. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  West,  Mrs.  Theill,  and  Mrs. 
Jackman,  for  the  assistance  rendered  in  taking  to  their  own  homes, 
garments  to  make  for  the  girls,  which  were  so  much  needed  at  this 
time. 

iMesdames  Chittenden  and  Forsyth  have  personally  interested  sev- 
eral church  aid  societies  in  our  behalf,  and  no  doubt,  much  effective 
work  will  be  accomplished  under  their  management. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Executive  Board  for  the  year,  we 
find  that  mucbi  has  been  accomj)lished  in  various  lines  of  work.  The 
chairmen  of  the  different  committees  have  been  regular  in  attend- 
ance at  their  meetings,  and  have  sent  in  reports  of  duties  performed. 

Although  all  these  tasks  have  consumed  much  time  and  thought, 
we  feel  more  than  recompensed  by  the  good  that  has  been  accom- 
plished.

ANNUAL  EEPOLT  OF  AASITINO  COMMITTEE. 


Such  a multitude  of  events,  interesting  to  this  board,  have  oc- 
curred during  tlie  year,  that  your  committee  scarcely  know  where  to 
commence  or  where  to  leave  off. 

The  many  changes  made  in  the  management  during  the  first  si.x 
months  somew’hat  retarded  the  progress  of  the  work,  as  it  took  more 
time  for  those  not  familiar  to  become  interested  enough  to  carry  it 
forward. 

Industries  and  economy  are  being  practiced,  and  everything  indis- 
pensable to  the  household  has  been  given  care  and  attention. 

Parlors  and  main  halls  have  been  kept  in  their  usual  good  con- 
dition. 

Dini  ng-rooms,  kitchen,  and  laundry  are  under  excellent  manage- 
ment. 

The  larger  school-room  is  always  pure  and  healthful. 

The  smaller  one  has  been  made  habitable,  by  more  air  being 
introduced  through  another  room,  which  we  do  not  approve  of,  unless 
it  is  impossible  to  get  it  from  a direct  source. 

Our  hospital  has  been  more  frequently  in  use  than  last  year,  from 
trivial  ailments,  accidents,  and  lastly  a contagious  disease,  diphtheria, 
developed  in  a mild  form,  but  now  abating. 

Many  n ew  beds  have  been  added  to  the  dormitories,  making  them 
very  full  and  all  occupied. 

We  can  not  say  much  for,  or  in  favor  of,  our  garden.  Tlie  back- 
ward season,  changing  gardeners  at  seeding  time,  and  the  great  drouth 
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making  what  vegetables  we  had  rather  late  and  not  of  the  best 
quality. 

An  appeal  was  made  by  this  committee  to  the  Executive  Board 
for  help  in  sewing,  which  by  unavoidable  causes  was  sadly  behind- 
hand. ^Ve  received  an  ever-ready  response,  which,  in  a few  days, 
will  result  in  about  a hundred  garments  being  sent  them  ready  for 


use. 


Within  two  months  the  house  has  been  cleansed  from  the  top  ta 
the  lower  floor,  by  calcimining,  papering,  and  painted  dadoes,  in 
dormitories.  Some  new  bedding  and  curtains  have  also  been  added. 

Obstacles,  embarrassments,  and  necessary  delays,  have  been  ours 
to  contend  with  the  past  year;  yet,  under  circumstances  peculiarly 
unfavorable,  our  school  has  come  out  highly  creditable,  and  indicates- 
considerable  progress  in  its  many  departments.

S U PE R I N TEN DE NT’S  REPORT. 


To  THE  Pkesident  .VXD  Ladies  of  the  Illinois  Industiiial 
School  foe  Girls: 

Ladies:  1 have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  semi- 
annual report,  covering  the  months  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
April,  1891,  and  ending  with  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  1891. 

Coming,  as  T did,  from  a well-appointed  Institution,  I have  found 
much  to  discourage  me  in  this  school.  Look  which  way  I would  I 
observed  wants  and  necessities  sufficient  to  almost  paralyze  any  active 
effort. 

With  very  little  help,  and  many  small  girls,  I wonder  that  we  have 
accomplished  as  much  as  we  have;  but  as  the  months  passed  away 
more  and  more  efficient  helji  was  secured  and  the  prospect  bright- 
ened, although  we  have  not  yet  as  much  assistance  as  we  need,  AVe 
have,  at  this  time  of  writing,  112  girls  in  this  building,  which  is  en- 
tirely too  much  for  strictly  healthy  accommodations.  1 well  know 
that  you  all,  individually  and  collectively,  earnestly  desire  to  mature- 
plans  in  the  near  future  which  will  elevate  this  school  to  a high  stan- 
dard of  excellence,  and  I trust  it  will  meet  your  approbation  if  I dwell 
more  upon  the  necessities  of  this  Institution  than,  perhaps,  is  ex- 
pected in  an  annual  or  semi-annual  report. 

All  who  are  sincerely  interested  in,  and  have  any  knowledge  of, 
charitable  institutions  agree  upon  one  point — that  it  is  best  for  every 
girl,  over  a certain  age  especially,  to  occupy  a room  exclusively 
to  herself,  for  varied  and  obvious  reasons.  This  and  other  necessi- 
ties, which  we  can  not  have  in  this  building,  we  will  pass  over,  as 
under  the  circumstances  it  is  useless  to  dwell  upon  them. 

In  our  isolated  situation,  were  we  in  dire  distre.-s  or  trouble  our 
facilities  for  summoning  aid  are  very  primitive,  consisting  in  rousing 
someone  to  go  for  help.  AA’^e  should  have  a telephone  without  delay. 

Our  schools  are  now  overcrowded.  It  is  impossible  for  the  teachers 
to  do  justice  to  so  many,  and  when  we  consider  that  it  is  the  only 


■opportunity  for  an  education  for  many  of  these  girls  it  seems  a pity 
that  each  girl  should  not  have  tlie  utmost  attention  in  study  hours. 
Notwithstanding  these  disadvantages,  our  corps  of  teachers  are  work- 
ing patiently.  They  are  faithful,  energetic,  and  untiring.  If  night 
finds  them  discouraged,  morning  gives  them  renewed  hope.  And 
when  we  consider  that  large  girls,  who  could  neither  read  nor  -write 
several  months  since,  both  read  quite  well  and  write  a neat-looking 
letter,  these  teachers  have  cause  to  be  encouraged.  One  girl  received 
a letter  from  her  sister,  who  wrote,  *■  Tell  me  truly,  did  you  write  that 
letter?”  And  when  she  receives  the  truthful  assurance  that  she  did, 
we  all  know  how  satisfied  she  will  be.  Of  course,  we  have  some  girls 
who  have  had  good  opportunities  and  have  profited  by  them,  and  con- 
tinue to  do  so  here. 

We  should  have  a better  library.  Througli  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Florence  McCarthy  and  Mr.  Daniels  we  have  lately  received  about 
tlOO  books  from  the  Evanston  Pi-esbyterian  Sunday-school,  for  which 
we  return  sincere  thanks.  But  we  should  have  periodicals  for  our 
older  girls.  Tice  Youth's  C ompunion  is  the  only  paper  the  school 
receives  regularly  which  is  of  any  use  to  them.  They  should  have  a 
proper  sort  of  fiction,  travels,  history,  etc.  A taste  for  good  reading 
should  be  cultivated  in  all  minds  that  can  be  educated  to  receive  it. 
Oh!  the  blessing  of  a genuinely  good  education,  which  includesa 
well  trained  mind  for  reading.  In  connection  with  Mr.  McCarthy 
being  the  primary  cause  of  our  receiving  the  books  above  mentioned, 
we  wish  to  thank  him  for  his  interest  in  the  school,  and  the  many 
admirable  lectures  he  has  delivered  upon  different  instructive  sub- 
jects. 

To  the  editors  of  The  Ileruld,  The  Inter  Ocean^  The  Standard, 
The  Elite  Neios,  and  The  Daily  Nev;s  we  wish  to  express  our 
thanks.  These  papers  come  to  us  regularly. 

To  the  different  clergymen  of  this  vicinity,  this  State,  and  other 
States  we  desire  to  express  our  most  grateful  appreciation  of  their 
services  in  conductiim  our  Sabbath  afteincon  exercises.  Also,  sin- 
cere  thanks  to  Messrs.  Durham,  Stow,  and  Rudd  for  their  faithful 
efforts  in  behalf  of  our  Sunday  services. 

We  have  great  reason  to  Ite  thankful  to  Drs.  Clapp,  iMaxson,  and 
W^olfe  for  medical  attetidance.  For  four  months  we  have  had  much 
■sickness,  and  have  taxed  their  kindness  greatly. 


Aliliouo-li  we  have  had  much  sickness,  onlv  one  death  has  occurred 
in  the  last  six  months,  and  that  was  not  the  result  of  disease,  but  was 
caused  by  a fall  from  a swing.  Blame  could  attach  to  no  one,  but 
we  deeply  deplore  the  sad  accident  and  following  death. 

M iss  Watson,  of  Evanston,  until  lately,  has  devoteel  Friday  even- 
ings to  our  older  girls.  She  gives  them  excellent  readings,  and 
intends  to  resume  them  when  diphtheiia  has  bidden  us  farewell.  We 
thank  her  for  her  past  kindness,  and  shall  be  pleased  when  the  time 
comes  to  welcome  her  again. 

To  those  who  have  sent  us  donations  of  any  kind,  we  wish  to 
express  thanks. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  North-Western  Railway  for  obli- 
gations of  different  kinds.  We  wish  arrangements  could  be  made, 
with  both  this  railway  and  the  St.  Paul  Railway,  to  pass  our  girls  to 
and  from  Chicago,  as  it  is  quite  an  item  of  expense. 

As  1 review  the  short  time  I have  been  in  this  school,  although  1 
have  had  many  most  trying  days,  yet  I feel  that  I have  cause  for 
encouragement.  Girls  whom  1 found  ignorant  and  self-willed  have 
improved  greatly ; have  become  obedient  and  respectful;  ambitious 
about  their  studies;  are  learning  lessons  of  industry^  self-reliance,  and 
unselfishness.  I feel,  keenly,  that  it  is  a great  and  noble  work  to 
guide  these  (many'  of  them)  wayward,  untaught  girls  into  paths  that 
will  lead  them  to  be  good  and  jmre-minded.  To  arouse  the  ambition 
of  many,  who  will  look  back  upon  the  Illinois  Industrial  School  as 
the  place  where  they  received  their  first  incentive  to  become  good 
and  useful  women.  AYe  have  some  good  and  bright  girls,  who  would 
be  a blessing  in  any  home. 

We  daily  strive  to  impress  upon  the  girls  the  necessity  of  truth- 
fulness and  honesty;  the  dignity  of  work  well  done;  the  necessity'  of 
being  patient,  hard-working  students.  AA'^e  urge  them  to  profit  by  all 
that  is  offered  them  here,  that  they  may  be  in  a })Osition  to  be  loved 
and  respected  by'  all.  For  who  does  not  love  and  respect  one  who  is 
honest,  truthful,  and  industrious?  And  if  good  scholarship  can  be 
added,  how  much  more  cause. 

In  concluding  this  short,  incomplete,  and  crude  report,  I wish  to 
express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  President  and  ladies  of  this  board, 
who  have  given  me  valued  counsel,  sympathy',  and  encouragement- 
I feel  deeply  interested  in  this  school, and,-  whether  connected  with  it 
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or  not,  shall  be  rejoiced  when  1 see  it  placed  on  a broader  basis,  with 
the  facilities  wdiich  it  must  have  to  make  its  work  successful  and 
‘satisfactory.
